A walk through a leading chew- 
ing gum factory is interesting 
Here over J,(.)00,000,000 pieces of 
gum are annually producetl and 
shii>ped lo ev«>ry portion of the 
world. Three hundred (MuployiB 
are engaged in the manufacture of 
the gum, the first stop of which is 
tho importtithni of the raw chicle, 
which is gathered by the penis 
in Mexico and exported in bah's 
containing about lAO pounds cjich. 

The gum is Ijiken from the bales 
and chopped into small pieces. 
Those arc freed from tree bark and 
chips l)y steaming and picking. 
Then it is gionnd in mills making 
:LI00 rcvoiuticms a miniiie. The 
grouinl gum is subject to ji conliiiu- 
ous heat ot 140 degrees I'', in drying 
rooms. I'''rom here the gum is .sent 
to the "while aproned cook," who 
a<lds Ihe purest sugar ami the fresh 
est cream, granulated pt^psin, 
j>owdered guru or kola, or oHkm- 
(h^sired ingredient to it, and cooks 
it in a steam Jacketed ejildroii, 
wh(>rt> it is ttirned and niixi'd by an 
iugeiiious double acting l>t>ater or 
rotating paddle until it has assiim- 
«>d Ihe consistency of bnvid thnigh. 
Now the " dough boy.s" tjike hold 
of it and knt^••l<l it in liindy powder- 
<>d sugar, pa.ssing it to the " rollers," 
where it is rolled between steel 
rollers until it is of tho pniper tliick- 
no.ss, when it is whisked away to 
the "markers." The markers are 
steel knived rollers wliicli leave 
tln^ir impress upon the long sheets 
of appiMi/.ing gum before it goes to 
the "si^asoning room," after which 
it isJirokon on the lines left by the 
markers. Now the gum finds its 
wfiy lo the "wrapping nxnn." The 
ninibli' fingers of I'lO dainty maid- 
ens ar(> liere at play. Under their 
deft toutdi waxeil paper, tinfoil 
and jiretty wrapptM's, envidop the 
izum quick as a wink, and in an- 
other nioment the "packera" have 
the gum to place in Jars or boxes, 
whoreln if is shipped for sal«> to (he 
general public.

contract, for the money was due 
long since. Therefore, the Com- 
mittee was only obliged to report 
this failure. 

We say, however, in justice to 
Mr. Pach, that he will be credited 
with every penny that is due him, 
The Committee, xvo feel sure, has 
never meant to do him an inju.stice. 
From the finst it took his contract 
in good faith and now stands by it. 
We have due regani for Mr. Paeh's 
ability as a photograiiher ami sin- 
ceivly regret that this difficulty 
should ever have (K-cnrred. He 
could have ea.sily avoided it, but 
chose to resist it on mere technicali- 
ties. 

As proof that the Local Com- 
mittee <lid not act hastily, wo offer 
Ihei following:

This evasive reply needs no 
comment from us. It did not give 
the committee any assurance that 
Mr. Pach was willing t« abide by 
the contract of his own erwition. 
It wivs contrary to bu8ino.ss prin- 
ciples to allow such a bi-each. 
The resiH)nsibility of Mr, Pach 
was so plain to the Committee that, 
rather than be guilty of a betrayal 
of ibs trust and duty, it rejwrle*! 
Ihe facts to the Executive Com- 
mittee to whom it is ro.s[)onsible. 
It has t he power to grant Mr. Pach 
the relief he asks for. We care 
not which way it decides. Let Mr. 
Pach IkmuI his kneas befort* it if he 
thinks the liocal Committee has 
outraged him. We only wish him 
justice. 

We submit the above facts and 
jiroofs. They seem snflicient to 
show the Just ice of th<> position of 
the Local Commilieo in the matter. 
We volunteer these statements 
liecause Mr. Pach gave the impres- 
sion that we have been cctneealing 
the real facts. We can say for the 
committee that it has simply avoid- 
ed a usidess quarrel w ith Mr. Pach. 
We grant that the comuiittee is 
not free fi-om criticism. Every- 
body and everything is liable tt> 
criticism. Rut we wiy here that of 
all the persons concerned in this 
difliculty, Mr. Pach him.self de- 
serves the largest share of criti- 
cism. His treatment, too, of the 
ctuninitlee has been anything but 
gentlemanly. In ])roof of this we 
quote from his letter of May 8th 
Isist, to Mr. Ziegler. 

"The sUitement that I refused 
to fill fhe larders, was a lie, two 
batches of orders wert> alivady in 
Mr. Reider's hands. More, I re- 
]>eatedly offertxl to get up the rt>8t 
when he told me what else was 
waiiti>d. This makes the st«tenient 
a barefaced lie." 

This is >\s much as to say that 
Mr. R. M. Ziegler, Rev. J. M. 
Koehler, Messrs. Thomas Hreen, 
Oliver J. Whildin and Jas. S. 
Reider, are a pack of liars. 

While Mr. Pach did not refuse to 
fill orders, h«> failed lo fill them as 
agived upon — that la in time, and 



that is all the committee meant to 
say, as briefly as it did. Other 
extracts might be quoted from Mr. 
Pa<di's lett.t*rs to prove our asser- 
tion, but we deem it unnec«>ss;ii> . 

The photographs he proniiscd 
All Souls' have not yet arrived, .is 
far as we know. 

Mr. Zieglerand Mr. Reider, happi- 
ly, were not such fools as Mr. Pach 
inferred, for they did not pay foi 
the pictures sent them without their 
onlcrs. 

In the Journal Mr. Pach writes 
thns : 

" To show my consistency, let me 
state that a year after the Phila- 
delphia Conventhm, the same Ix)cal 
Chairman, R. M. Ziegler, wrote me 
and asked for a bid on the Erie Con- 
vention. My experience with the 
gentleman's i<leas of business led 
me to reply that I wouhln't pay one 
cent for the privilege and tlidn't 
want it under any circumstances."

and not a little money. If my 
skiU as a photographer, and my 
services to the AsstKMation in the 
past, do not entitle me to the work, 
you are at full lil)erty to award it 
to the highest liidder. Of course, if 
I am awanled the work, I will go to 
Erie, if not, I will hartlly Iw .itilo 
to affortl tlie expenst^." 

Note the inc(m8ist4>ncy of the 
two statements in regard to taking 
the privilege. " Money makes the 
mare go," eh I 

In conclusion, we crave l>oth the 
Editor's and public's kind indul- 
gence for encroaching up«»n so 
much .louRNAi. space in the at- 
tempt to satisfy Mr. Paeh's desire 
for the real facts. He is wel<*ome 
to all the rest that we can offer. 
Having given them so plainly, con- 
pltKl with the letter proofs, we 
shall now let the public draws its 
own conclusions.

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There is no more picturesque spot 
in New York these day than the 
Mulberry l'.(rnd Park, and no bet- 
ter place to sit in the sunshine 
among otiier cili;;;ens of ieisurii and 
c/)niment upon your neighbors. A 
(juarterof a century ago this was 
the heart of " Bloody Sixth," and 
the shillalah was the symbol of 
the genius led, but now the olive 
green of Sicily has rej>lace<l the 
emerald hue of the Hibernian isle, 
and th«! stiletto is more effective 
than the bludgeon. 

But it is a more peaceful aspect 
of tin; riewconmrs tliat atlraels my 
attention as I smoke my cigar there 
In the early evening and wateh 
these laughing cliatleiiiig lax/.aroni, 
who liav(! earncK an hour's rest 
from their huckstering and rag 
pieking and are gossiping in a 
language I can see as well as hear. 

Far from sih^nce, indtsed, an; 
tliesti Italians. Their longues 
rattle with tiiat Inisle which sounds 
so exce.>»sive in any foreign lan- 
gnage ; yet even tliis fluency seems 
in^ideqiiale to their jrurpose, for 
every talker is moving shoulders, 
arms, fingers and face as he speaks, 
in a manner that doubles th(( force 
and the aniouni of what he says. 
We unsentimental, seIf-(!onHcious 
Northerners, »ifraid t\> acknowledge 
an emotion and studious to cloak 
our feelings, have ntpressed almost 
all or even tlm most natural ges- 
tieiil.'ition, but the Italian is not 
proud of an artiflciu! sioieisni. He 
neither undttrstands nor likes our 
immobilily ; and when Ihe Tfinlon 
seornfidly calls his Latin lirotln^r 
mercurial the latter retorts icy. 

PJiilosophers have argiKxl that 
beeaiise among nif)st savages the 
language of gestun; is extx'iislve 
and useful, gesticulali<m in S[iee<'h 
or in lieu of s|>ee<di is a «!oncomit- 
ant and sign of feeble intellectual 
{rower, and that civilization must 
needs leave il behind. That thhv 
is true, may Ire shown ; but what- 
ever the hypothesis, llie fiif.t re- 
mains I hat among deseendanls of 
the ol<l<"^' Mii'l liiidiuHl eivili-/.iilioii 



sign language has survived and is 
still in active and effective use. 

Nowhere is this more the case 
than in Sicily and in and about 
Naph^s. The aborigines of Sicily 
are said to have been peculiarly 
adept in a gesture language, rival- 
ing, apparently, our Indians, who 
can communicate a very wid*; range 
of ideas by that means alone, ns I 
have many times witnessc^d. This 
island easily fell under the 
dominion of colonies of Greeks, of 
whom the latter Romans noted, 
among peculiarities, extraordinary 
facility in gesticulation. It is not 
to be wondered at, therefore, if as 
the story goes, the lyrant Dionysius 
was unable to j)r(>v<iiit public com- 
ment on his behavior by i)roliibit- 
ing the Sicilians from m(*(!liiig, or 
even holding (!onvcrsation, sIikm- 
they were able to communicate 
news and thoughts wholly by silent 
signs. 

The repressive' measure, how- 
ever, led to the cultivation of this 
method of voiceless si)eech, and to 
them is due the jireservativm of ges- 
ttire language" among thesf* island- 
ers more than elsewhere in Europe 
— a practice! likely to be long per- 
petuated. 

How com[)l("te is the languages of 
signs for expression of information 
(ran be sliown in a /<!W instances. 
To quote* one : Alexander Dumas 
relates thai he was <ine evening in 
the theatre at Palermo, with a 
gentleman of that city named 
Arami, when his att<nition was at- 
tracte<i to what apiieared to be, 
and in fact wert!, conversations 
carried on betwcMm Ihe boxes and 
orchestra. Pre.'jently, Dumas' com- 
panion recognised an a(!<)uaintanee 
on the other side of the house and 
b(!gan exchanging with him eager 
motions of the hands and eyt^s. 

When it ended Dnnias bogged to 
know what had Ikmmi said, and was 
irif(irin(*<l I hat iJut geMitrhnnan was a 
friend of Signer Armi who liad 
been away for tnree year's. "He 
told me," said Signer Armi, "a that 
he had l)eeri marrictd at Naples and 
then had travcded for three years 
with his wife in Austria and 
Fran(re; that a daughter was born 
and diiMl, and that ho had arrived 
by steamiioat yesterday, but could 
not bring his wife to the* opera 
with liini because she had suffercMl 
so much from seasickness as to be 
unable to come." Dumas was so 
asloiilslurd that he went |)rivalely 
and V(M-ifie(l this aeeoiinf; and he 
adds other ('(lually long and eom- 
I)li(!t«Hl conversations whieli (ranM» 
iimhir his notice at Syracuse and 
Naples. 

Nothing in the ordinary affairs 
of lif(* seems to be beyond expres- 
sion by these jjcoph* by means of 
grimaces and hiiiid movements. 
Some signs are almost self evident, 
as the pi-e.lense of eating l>y carry- 
ing the joined tliumb and fore- 
finger to the mouth repeatedly, 
making the idea more si)eeifi(!, if 
they please, by imitaling tl^e 
motions p(!culiar to some particular 
food, as niaeaioni, where the long 
strings must be lifted above the 
o[)en lips and dropped in. Most 
signs,- however, have be<!ome too 
conventionalized to bo (d(>ar and 
explained. How could an Ameri- 
(•an lady, finding a Neapolitan 
beggar regarding her with a smile, 
wliibr he hcdd his <diin between his 
thumb and foi'(diiiger, understand 
that he was complimenting h(>r 
beauty (actually by indicating her 
fatness) of face ? 

A deaf- mule in one of (!oll((g(>s 
wouhl rea<lily cionijirehend a large 
number of IIhi ge.stiiren; anil a Pie 
or Sioux Indian would find himself 
answering many familiar signs, as 
when he should express a forcible 
rurgative by violently thrusting for- 
ward his fingers after swiflly 
gathering them into a point under 
his chin. There is nothing in 
eoiiiiiioii witih spelling oiii of words 
by lettei-s forme<l accvirding to a 
finger code, such as mut<(S arc 
taught. These signs are not letters 
anil words, bul pictures. 

To a peasant of Southern Italy 
gesliiring is, iinUuid, a imccwsary 
a<ljuiict of speech. Travelers say 
that a, driver or boatmaii will often 
involuntarily drop his reins oroais, 
at serious risk of accident, to re- 
sj)ond lo j'our question with arms 
and fingers, undfu- IIk* feeling that 
words alone cannot convey this 
meaning. It is not ilifficuK^ lo be- 
ll(fve the tradition thai the revolt 
in 1282, called the Sicilian Vespers, 
was arrang(«l throghoiit ihe Islitnd 
without the use of a s,\ liable, and 
even the day and hour for the 
massaere of the obnoxious foreigeeis 
were flxeil u|)on by signs only. In- 
deed, the popular slory goes so far 
as to assert that all Ihis was done 
by facial expression alone, un- 
assisled by the hands. 

Nor is it true I hat this ability is 
confined lothc lowerand uiieduealed 
(•lasK^s. The bite ('oloiiid (iarriek 
Mallery, who sludiiMJ Ihis matter 
deejdy in contM clion with his vork 
upon the sign language of the 
American Indians, sliib-d that wIumi 
King Ferdinand ii'tiirned to Naples 
after the r<«volt of 1821 and found 
that the boisterous multituib' would 
not allow his voiee to be heard, he 
resorted hiiccessfiilly lo a royal ad- 
dress in signs, giving reproaches, 
threats, ndimmitions and dismissal 
t,o the ("iitire sallsfacliem of the as- 
sembled iiopiilaee. 

Ancient and medieval art can be 
marie in this light lo reveal sub- 
l|(ifii.u iif iiioM Mr ii<r III liio'wiwo un- 



suspected. In the wall paintings 
of Pomi)eii, in the slory telling 
mosaics and decorations of old 
Rome, and in the artistic em- 
bellishments an(M<Mit vases, many 
and many of the figures are intend- 
ed by their attitudes, or by the 
position of hands and fingers, to 
(»xpiess far more than appears to 
the modern, uneducated eye. The 
same intensity of meaning was lent 
to the characters in many of the 
compositions of the Raphaelilic and 
earlier painters, always illustrative 
in their intention; and by this 
means the paintings (and statuary) 
conv(!yed far more to the Italians 
of their own time, if not of this, 
than men of other nations see in 
them. 

Moreover, it is interesting to note 
that a study of these signs, still in 
daily use among the natives of 
Soulhern Italy, and carried with 
I hem to Anu^rica (for most of our 
Italian immigrants * come from 
Sicily and the soutluMMimost pro- 
vinces), and a comjiarison of th(>m 
with such signs as can be gathered 
from tin* artistic and literary relics 
of the ancient Greeks, PluHnicians 
and Egyptians, must throw str-img 
light upon the hiereglyphies or the 
Nile monuments. This and other 
facts striMigthen the tluiory that 
those and most other ancient 
jHctographs are (or wore originally) 
attempts to depict the speaking 
gestun^s everybody then used. 

When, therefore, I watched with 
curiosity the animaf(Ml gestietila- 
tions of my Italian frl<Mids in the 
Mulben-y Bend, perhaps 1 was 
studying the anWuiedents and 
fotindation of all written speech. —

apology can be made, keep the 
deaf son or daughter from for the 
sake of what they are able to earn, 
or for their help in the household 
work. We know a wise in point 
where a ^irl of fifteen (one of the 
brightest pupils) is doing the fami- 
ly wjvshing and other drudgery, 
while her hearing brothers anil 
sisters attend the public scluwls. 

Ye sorilw being a member of the 
•Maryland Slate Association, sug- 
geststhat when we haveaconvention 
next summer, we should pass a re- 
solution and send it to the I.«gi8- 
latui-e, that we want a compulsory 
law to secure thest> children their 
right to an education. It ought not 
to be in the power of the parentis to 
keep a child in ignorance, as has 
been done in so many cases. The 
law should interfere and say to the 
parents, this child has rigJits 
against yourclainis. He must have 
schooling. He must have so many 
weeks of school every year for a 
specified number of years." Tlie 
State provides a school. If yon do 
not wish to send Kim to this school, 
you must send him to some other, 
when- he can receive the ni>©ded in- 
structi(m."

A syndicate of English and con- 
tinental capitalists has recently 
been formed by Capt. Temple, of the 
royal navy, for the purpose of re- 
covering vast treasures, estimated 
at the least as amounting to $3,000,- 
O0O,tK)0. 

For 4,000 years at least the great 
sea route for trade between India 
and Western Asia and Europe has 
been through the Arabian Sea to 
Aden and thence up the Red Sea 
lo Suez. As every schoolboy 
knows, the source of all the gold 
and silver and jewels of the an- 
cient world was Asia. And the 
richest and most famous mines 
were in India. 

Ever since the formation of ci- 
vilization in the countries around 
the eastern end of the Mediterran- 
ean, ships laden with the most pre- 
cious commodities known to man 
have been stilling over this rout* 
and laying down in Europe their 
splendid cargoes. 

To the ancients the Arabian Sea 
was fraught with the gravest perils. 
As the centuries went by titousauds 
of treasure-laden ships were sunk 
along the trade route in the com- 
paratively shallow waters of that 
sea. 

The estimate that there were $4,- 
000,000,000 of treasure at the bot- 
tom ot the two seas is based upon 
the known catastrophies in historic 
time. The actual records show 
that the sum has been lost in that 
trade route. It is safe to say that 
this gigantic sum represents only a 
part of the treasure really there, 
liuried under sand and shells and 
lK)nes of ships as old as history and 
as new as the latest disaster, there 
lies tons of gold and silver, huge 
bags, boxes of diamonds and rubies 
and emeralds. Every year of the 
civilized world is represented there. 

The moderns as well as the an- 
cients have found the navigation of 
the Red Sea most peiilous. It is a 
long, narrow trough, in many 
places less than 20 miles wide and 
nearly two miles deep. The Red 
Sea is 1,200 miles long, but it bot- 
tom is thickly strewn with wrecks. 
It is always full of craft at all times 
and has l)een for centuries. Un- 
til the use of steam a considerable 
[•rojwrtion of the craft that sailed 
there went to the bottom. And 
not a few of these were treasure 
ships. 

If you could walk over these abys- 
mal plains you could see tall ships 
of the well graved Greeks of whom 
Homer sang, the gallant vessels of 
the Pharaohs lying under the 
pyramids these .'^,000 years, the 
galleys of t'arthaginian merchants, 
of Roman senators who did not 
despise the gains of trade, the 
schooners of the merchant sailors 
of that peritxi of which Columbus 
is the chief figure and, last of all, 
two-funneletl steamshii>s of our own 
century. 

Capt. Temple will try first the 
shallow waters of the Arabian Sea. 
Until a few years ago deep-sea div- 
ing was impossible. But science 
has discovered some new mtxles 
which make it possible for divers 
to go down several hundred feet 
and work with ease. As the Ara- 
bian Sea is very shallow in some 
places directly under the trade 
route, C<ipt Temple «'1' -^en.! b:- 
divers down there. 

They will explore nunutei^ too 
floor of these tablelands which lie 
so much nearer the surface of the 
sea than the main lK>ttom. As the 
area is limited and as the wrecks 
are so very numerous, he has good 
hopes that he will soon have some- 
thing to show that the confldenoo 
in his theory was not misplatH^d. 

With the experience he will gain 
in these attempts he hopes to peue- 
trate even the depths of the Red 
sea. It is there that he expects to 
find the most treasures. For evea 
within the few last years many trea- 
suie ships have been lost in those 
dangerous waters. 

There is not the slightest donbt 
that a fabulous treasure, equal to 
the total wealth of many a great 

nation, lies in the depths of that 
V(sry narrow canyon. All that is 

needed, in Capt. Temple's opinion, 
is patience and assiduity. He fully 

expects to pour in the strong Itoxes 

of the syndicate ten times as much 

gold as the mines of America httve 

produced. — N. Y. World.

As a 
famous chemistsaid, " Quantitative 
analysis has not yef been applied 
to the skunk."

An English 
manufa<;tuer of perfumes asserts 
that he is able to combine odors so 
as to profluw! a certain effect and 
talks of a perfume scale, but this 
seems rather commercial than 
scientific. If h«f cxudd really pro 
duce an rnlor which cverylxnly 
would recf»gnize, l)y the combina- 
tion of different stnell element^*, 
the foundation of a science of srnell 
would be laid. 

One remark ible thing about odor 
is that the emission of it does not 
appreciably diminish the mass of the 
bfxly from which it is given off. A 
grain of musk may fill a rootn with 
fxlor for years and weigh as much 
at the end of the time as it did at 
the I>eginning. Its weigh must 
have b«^en diminished, for it is 
imj-Kissible to believe that an efTect 
on our firgans of sense can be pro- 
duced without an impact of mat,f;rial 
particles from a source of energy, 
but the amount of matter dissipated 
is infinitesimal in the case of fin 
odon)Us Ixxly. 

Thewuiseof smell is apparently 
universal, but stronger in animals 
than in man. The lowest orflers 
srnell with their m<iuths, insects 
smell with their hairs, fishes smell 
in water, and the aeuteness of the 
r-oA er of Bmell in dogs and in sav- 
> is well known. Humboldt 
Mays that the Peruvian Indians 
could Udl in the <iarkest night 
whefber a person /ifufiroachitig was 
a Eurofxsan, a ticgro, or an Am«'ri- 
can Indian. In thow, depriverl of 
the other senses the jxjwer r»f 
analyzing o<lors is sometimes 
abn' 'levcJope'l.

Some gases, like hy- 
drogen, have no <xlor, others, likc^ 
chloiine and the product of the 
Hartford Gas Company, have a 
very persejitible one. There is a 
general idea that a body must pos- 
sess a molecular weight fifteen 
times as gr<;at as that of hydrogen, 
before it <!an affect the olfactory 
nerves of Iniman beings, but even 
that needs con firmaf ion. We fre- 
quently confound taste and sm«dl, 
aiMl it is stiid that no one ctiti dis- 
tinguish an onion from an apple by 
ta.ste alone. 

SoiiM! odors cling to the surface 
of things, as the odor of game, 
which rarely rises much above the 
air. Why 18 this? No one knovss. 
One of the most singular things 
al)Out the sense of smell, is that it 
is not, suljject to illusions. Sight 
may be deceived, (^ne may im- 
agine lu' Hiics things which are not 
before him; he may hear a roaring 
in his ears when there is no sound ; 
but it is said that even the insaneare 
not suVg'ect fo olfactory (kiliifions. 
There are no ghost smells. If this 
is true, whai; is tlu! reason, what is 
tlieexplanati(»j <ff the phenomenon ? 
Again, why are the (sarth and fi<'l(ls 
so much more fragrant in the morn- 
ing than at noon, when, on the 
otln^r hand, the strengh of most 
(xlors is increased by heat ? 

The scientific men ought at least 
to " makr- a bluff" at som«* of tlu'se 
[)roblems. As it is, lir-re is an ori- 
ginal sense of power of pe,rc(!|»tion 
of tli(! utmost refinement, older, 
probably, than the sense of sight, a 
povn'T for the exercise of which we 
use a complicated mechancial and 
nervouf mechanism, the nature aii<l 
moiliiH ojx^randi of which is as much 
a matt<!r of conjecture as were those 
of the senses of sight snd smc^ll 
1,000 years ago, filviclently science 
has not discovered everything yet.
